Miners Lived in Burning Mine. 


Cherry, Pl., Nov. 23,—After be- 
y | ing imprisoned in a passage pock- 
et of the Ohezry mine for exactly 
one week and existing where all, 


the mining experts in’ Hlinois said 
i was impossible that life. could 
continue, twenty-one miners were 
reached by the rescuers Sunday 
morning and brought to the sur- 
face before thousands of ‘people 
who could ynly regard the escape 
asa miracle. The miners subsist- 
ed ‘on male meat during their aw- 
ful confinement and the rescuers 
returned to their labors with fever- 
ish anxiety and hope believing 
that ssores of men may yet be 
alive in the fifty or moré remote 
corners of the lower level passages. 
Unfortunately the fire broke out 
just after the rescued men were 
taken to the surface and work was 
again delayed. ‘The wonderful es- 
cape of the twenty-one miners 
caused a yreat wave of renewed 
hope to sweep over the stricken 
village of Cherry and the heart- 
broken labor over coffins for the 
expected dead wus abandoned in 
the excitement of further rescues. 
Nearly pinety bodies have thus 
far been removed from the mine 
and of these many are unrecogniz- 
able.
